Barney Olavln, speaker of the house, says 
the Republican controlled legislature will act 
at once to repeal the IS45 law legalizing slot 
machines and non profit clubs. 

The laat leglalature did not Intend for the 
"club law" to be Interpreted the way It was 
by the outgoing (Democratic) admlnlstra' 
tlon, heaald, adding that "we are going to see 
that those abuses are stopped." 

We are not springing to the Democrats'

"Our laws regulating the liquor traffic and 
gambling." said Chief Gillette, "are a farce, 
smelly with politics and Illegal profit." 

We have no Idea how far Sheriff Broda A. 
Rtfbom uid all other law enforcement of- 
ficers of the county will go In pursuing their 
announced Intentions. 

But we can understand why the peace offi- 
cials generally might be getting fed up trying 
to enforcft phoney laws which make both our 
officers and courts look silly.

Henry Sternberg, district highway engineer 
at Shoshone, has admitted that the road will 
not be as good "oa we hoped" after tho seal 
coat is applied next summer.

Sternberg explained that work on the road 
was started too late last summer with the 
result that the contractor was caught short, 
forcing him to oil the road In freezing 
weather.
